the ſaid People in the Northern Countries, and divers other 


Parts of agent, do conſcienciouſly ſcruple that Affirmation 
(even to their own rejudice inreſped of their Properties) becauſe as 
they think, the Title of the A& ſeems to intimace;- as if 
it was an Oath, ( tbo" not mn the uſual Form ) and that there 
are Expreſſions in the Affirmation it ſelf, which' are too much 
like an Oath ; of which mind are the faid People in Scotland. 


| For theſe Reaſons, the ſaid People, call'd Quakers, do now 
apply to the Parliament, fos ſuch an Affirmation, as will be 
agreeable to the Religious Sentiments of their Friends, in North- 
Britain, and elſewhere. 

And the ſaid People are willing, that not only the pre- 
ſent Penalties of Perjury, but alſo ſuch farther Puniſh- 
ment, as ſhall be thought meet, be inflied on them, in cafe 
they falſly, or corruptly, make uſe of the Affirmation they 
genre. © 
Thus, with the greateſt Security to others, they may be, 
both eaſed, with reſpe& to their Scruples, and rendred more 
generally uſeful, to their Neighbours, and themſelves,
